Pilng In Heaps In the Cellar Should 
: Be Avoided 

Great losses occur every year from 
the careless storage of wet potatoes 
in comparatively warm and poorly 
ventilated cellars, piling them in great 
heaps and generally furnishing ideal | 
conditions for the development of ‘dis- 
ease, The proper methods of storing 
are concisely detailed in a pamphlet | 
on the “Digging and Storing of Pota- 
toes," distNbuted by the Publications 
Byanch, Department of Agriculture,
